Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
Patent 5,557,420 to Yanagihara et al in view of US Patent 5,570,197 to Boon. 

As shown in Figure 1, Yanagihara teaches the video signal coding method in 
which an input digital video signal is coded by using discrete cosine transform (6), 
quantization (8), variable length coding (9), quantization (8), and difference predictive 
coding (10, 11, 12, 13, and 14). Yanagihara teaches the quantization is performed 
while selecting a quantizer, which enables variable length coding on AC components of 
the discrete cosine transformed input digital video signal to be equal to or smaller than a 
differential code amount. The differential code amount is obtained by subtracting, from 
a predetermined code amount, a maximum DC code amount which is a larger one 
among a predictive code amount which is obtained by performing difference predictive 
coding on DC components of the discrete cosine transformed input digital video signal, 
and a fixed code amount in the case where the DC components are set to a fixed length 
(Col 11, Col 12 Lines 50-67, Col 13 1-25, Col 14 1-37, Figs. 1 and 20). Yanagihara 
does not teach the quantization so that a first bit stream can be transformed to a second 
bit stream and still have the stream be equal to or smaller than a required code amount. 
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As shown in Figure 5, Boon teaches the variable length decoding (34) of a first bit 
stream and the variable length encoding (49) of a second bit stream in order to provide 
a more compact bit stream (Col 1 Lines 8-13, Col 7 Lines 5-67, Fig. 5). It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art a the time of the invention that a 
quantization of a first bit stream that satisfied a required code amount would mean a 
compacted version of the first bit stream would also satisfy the required code amount 
(Official Notice). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to combine the encoding system of Yanagihara with the compacting 
method of Boon in order to provide a compact version of a bit stream for recording. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
